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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowable over the closest prior art to Futamoto et al. (US 6562452). Futamoto et al fails to 
teach, suggest or otherwise render obvious the claimed structured material having a layer 
containing a Group 4 A metal dispersed in the shape of islands on a MgO (001) layer. The prior 
art fails to suggest a motivation to modify the Group 4A metal containing layer taught by 
Futamoto et al. to meet this feature of the claims.
